(Concluded. ) 

The ‘‘American Journal of Philately” 
issued two numbers in June in order to 
crowd twelve numbers into the year, it 
having started up in February. The 
number for July 15 consists of forty-eight 
pages of very readable matter, and shows 
us what a good stamp journal is like. 
Mr. Scott’s ‘‘Revised List” continues the 
U. S. envelope issues of 838-86. The re- 
marks about the perplexing variations of 
the 2c. die of 1883 fill the bill exactly and 
are worthy of reproduction here. They 
are as follows: ‘This die, wretchedly 
engraved soon deteriorated to 
such an extent as to require frequent re- 
touching or deepening of the lines, to say 
nothing of auxillary hubs equally poor 
' and as frequently in need of tinkering. A 
list of the envelopes on which the various 
dies are found would be more caiculated 
to disgust than edify the amateur. We 
therefore simply tabulate the dies or 
retouches, all of which can be found on 
from three to fifteen different envelopes : 

‘‘d4. Wavy lines run together in form 
of a chain. : 

“B. Dotted links over right figure ‘2.’ 


*C.  ‘O’ in ‘two’ round. 

“D. Large heavy figure ‘2’ at right. 

“HF. Three anda half links over left 
9 ? 


‘*F. Only two links under right ‘2.’” 

Mr. Corwin concludes his article in a 
most satisfactory manner. Mr. Calman 
closes his list of the stamps of Peru. 
The gauntlet thrown down by Mr. Cor- 
win in the last issue is taken up by Mr. 
Julius Adenan, than whom revenue 
stamps need no better champion; an ex- 
posure of certain counterfeits of Ecuador 
stamps is given at length; Maj. Evans 
sends an interesting communication; a 
complete roster of the New York Society 
is given, and a catalogue of postal cards 
is started. To those interested in the 
collection of paper money Mr. 
lengthy article will be very welcome, 
Although so recently started, this jour- 
nal has already placed itself where no 
collector who pretends to be well in- 
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formed can do without it—it is indispen- 
sible. 

The ‘Charleston Philatelist” (July) 
gives a sketch and portraitof Mr. I. B. 
Cohen; it also has anumber of good ar- 
ticles and is quite a readable issue. 

The June ‘‘Collectors’ Ledger” opens 
with a portrait of Mr. Hugo Kuenstler; in 
the sketch that follows is the stroy of a 
remarkable ‘‘find’” of Mr. Kuenstler that 
must make Mr. T. E. Wilson, of ‘Old 
Hair Trunk” stories fame, green with en- 
vy. 

The ‘Halifax Philatelist” for June is 
an excellent number. I, however, do not 
like the tone they adopt toward the 
Canadian Association. If the publisher 
would only use a little better paper and 
provide more margin to their rather 
large page, the appearance of the journal 
would be vastly improved. 

Like one risen from the dead comes the 
December number of the ‘‘Philatelic Her- 
ald,” with its positive assertions that the 
January issue will be mailed that month! 
I had understood this journal to have 
ceased publication, bnt there is no intima- 
tion of such a result, in its columns. 

The first issue of ‘‘Philo’s Monthly” 
(July) contains directories of philatelic 
societies and periodicals, and a number 
of current notes. It consists of eight 
pages. 

Mr. Lynde continues his list of Russian 
‘locals in the June ‘‘Quaker City Philate- 
list;” Mr. Watson, in the notes signed 
“Ww. W.” contributes one that shows him 
to be either the author of the ‘‘Kronicles” 
that recently disgraced the columns of 
that journal, or else an imitator of its 
style ;—if the latter, we congratulate the 
author on having found some one who 
liked his production. 

Two issues, June and July, of ‘‘The 
Stamp” have reached me since last writ- 
ing. The first, in its portrait gallery, 
presents a picture of Mr. Bradford; the 
‘second, one of Mr. Stone. There is a 
peculiarity about these portraits that I 
‘do not like; while they are clearly cut and 


printed they fail to look like the men they 
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represent. The two numbers present a 
good appearance and prove of interest, 
although containing nothing of special 
note. It is really a pity that so good a 
journal as ‘‘The Stamp” should be marred 
by such venomous remarks as appear be- 
jow the signature of ‘Valcin.” 

The first issue of ‘*‘The Stamp Collec- 
tor” appeared punctually this month and 
contained sixteen pages of good reading 
matter enclosed in the cover originally 
designed for Abbott's Chicago fiasco, and 
latterly, with slight modifications, 
worn by the ‘‘ Western Philatelist.” ‘‘Wan- 
derer” contributes some ‘‘Pen Points ;” 


Canadian, Chicago and New York 
“Notes,” Editorial Chat, New Issues, 


Chicago Philatelic Society reports and 
Notes and Comments make up the bal- 
ance. The editorial is somewhat unique 
in its way and contains a declaration of 
independence at once forcible and per 
suasive; among other things the editor 
announces the Publishing Company to be 
a very close corporation and holds up to 
ridicule a very absurd article on the 
Chalmers question that was recently pub- 
lished in the ‘Chicago Tribune.” 

“The Stamp Collectors’ Figaro,” in 
spite of its having recently taken in two 
months in one issue, seems to be as sadly 
behind time as ever. The May number 
reached me the first part of June and the 
June number is not yet heard from. In 
spite of the assurance given in the last 
issue that personalities would in future 
be dropped, this issue teems with them, 
and of the most disgusting nature at 
that. Mr. Casey continues his history of 
U. S. envelopes, and ‘‘Wanderer” at- 
tempts to classify Reprints. 

The June ‘‘Toronto Philatelic Journal” 
contains nothing to interest those outside 
the Canadian Philatelic Association. 
'T isa pity to behold a journal letting 
slip the opportunities this one has for 
providing Canadian collectors with a first 
class representative. 

A number of the lesser journals are at 
hand but contain nothing of note. 

Last month I noted a pamphlet from 
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Mr. Pearsen Hill; Mr. Chalmers’ reply 
comes in natural order this month. The 
main effect of the former was the produc- 
tion of the latter—and Mr. Hill would 
have done wisely, for his own sake, never 
to have rushed into print. 


“The American Stamp Collectors’ Di- 
rectory,” net a great while ago announced 
by Mr. C. A. Townsend, of Akron, Ohio, 
has appeared in a remarkably short space 
of time, as such undertakings usually go. 
It isan alphabetical list, by states, post 
offices and individual names, of some 
1250 stamp collectors in the United States 
and Canada. Contrary to the usual Di- 
rectory, this one is finely printed, quite a 
typographical beauty in fact. In addi- 
tion to the names and addresses of collec- 
tors, in the majority of cases the number 
of specimens in the collection is given, 
the names of societies, if any, the person 
belongs to, and the person’s specialty if 
he has one. The Directory is largely 
defective in that it omits very many 
names tiat are well known. For instance, 
Boston has no place in its pages, yet I 
am convinced there are stamp collectors 
there—even some collections that will 
compare favorably with any that may be 
owned by persons who will attend the 
convention in that city this summer. It 
will hardly do, in preparing a work of 
this nature, to depend solely upon those 
who reply to your solicitations. There 
are more who will not, than who will re- 
ply, and means should be taken to gather 
them’ in. S. B. Braprt. 


“The American Journal of Philately” 
(July) rather unwisely, I take it, goes in- 
to the Chalmers-Hill matter. Strangely 
enough, too, it takes the opposite to the 
popular view and supports Mr. Hill—a 
strange thing, surely, in view of the 
light now to be had on that subject. 

The July ‘Collectors Ledger” opens 
with a portrait and sketch of Mr. A. Loh- 
meyer. It has also many hints in rela- 
tion to the approaching A. P. A. election 
and convention. 

The July ‘‘Eastern Philatelist” contains 
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a rhyming satire on the Jay local—very 
much to the point, too. C. E. Hutchison 
has a very readable communication on 
the status of stamp collecting as com- 
pared with collecting of other kinds. 
This journal has given up appearing 
monthly and will now visit us but once in 
two months. 

‘*Freeman’s Fireside Visitor” (June) is 
a new venture from Tennessee. It is not 
a philatelic journal, but combines that 
with other features. A portrait of Mr. 
E. R. Aldrich appears in fhe first issue. 

The July ‘Halifax Philatelist,” al- 
though very dry reading, contains some 
valuable articles on the British American 
stamps. 

With its June issue the ‘International 
Collector” commences its third volume 
(thirteenth number), and also devotes it- 
self wholly to philately. 

I fear the change of ownership in the 
“International Philatelic Advertiser” did 
not help the journal very much. The 
number before me combines two issues 
(June, July) with scarcely enough reading 
in it for one. 

The ‘‘Kentucky Stamp Magazine” had 
better change its title. Number two 
(June) is devoted almost entirely to an 
article on Coins. 

The June ‘National Philatelist” has an 
article by Mr. C. E. Hutchison on French 
political history as gathered from the 
French Stamps. 

The June ‘Philatelic Gazette” goes in- 
to the subject of the Samoa stamps once 
more. When the ‘‘Gazette” once sets out 
to do a thing it will not stop until the end 
is reached. Such persistence is truly 
commendable. 

It has, of late, been quite the thing for 
reviewers to dismiss the ‘‘Philatelic 
Journal of America” with a mention ot 
Maj. Evans’ Catalogue, now running in 
its columns. This has had the effect 
evidently, of inducing the publishers 
thereof to furnish a little reading matter, 
as is shown by the July issue. With all 
due regard for the magnitude of the work 
and undoubtful benefit the catalogue en- 
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tails, it is my humble opinion that the 
readers of a periodical desire something 
to read instead of to merely file away for 
reference when needed. 

What a pitiful spectacle is presented by 
the “Stamp.” Ever since the A. P. A. 
campaign opened, its columns have con- 
tained sneering remarks and utterly un- 
warranted attacks upon the gentleman 
who chances to be an opposing candidate 
to one of ‘The Stamp” editors. For an 
editor to editorially term his opponent a 
‘‘hoodle aspirant” and permit such un- 
warrantable abuse of him as appears in 
his journal demonstrates that ‘The 
Stamp” has not the necessary qualifica- 
tions for any oflicein the A. P. A. The 
August number contains a portrait of Mr. 
D. W. Osgood, Jr. 

Mr. Sterling evidently desires that col- 
lectors may know what the press has to 
say of him. I have receiveda 115 page 
octavo pamphlet setting forth the merits 
of Mr. Sterling, quoting what collectors 


and papers have to say of him and his 
catalogue. Mr. Sterling does not intend 


that his light shall be hidden. 

Chicago is to have an incorporated 
company to publish stamp literature. A 
number of the more prominent philatelists 
have taken the initial steps towards 
forming “The Figaro Publishing Com- 
pany” which will include the ‘Figaro” 
and the publieations of the Western Phil- 
atelic Publishing Company.

Meeting of July 12th. called to order 
promptly by the President, at 8 P. M. 
Thirteen members were present, as fol- 
lows; Messrs. Abraham, Bradt, Chapman, 
Danforth, Gadsden, Gilbert, Haskel, 
Holman, Kurzweg, Lester, MacDonald, 
Nelson and Wolsieffer. Mr. Lauberheim- 
er and E. W. Voute were present as yvis- 
itors. Minutes of last meeting were 
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approved as read. Communications re- 
ceived were two bills, one from Mr. Gil- 
bert for $2.45 to defray expenses of Ex- 
change Department, and the other 
amounting to $6.20 for ‘‘Note Heads.” 
Printing Committee reported by showing 
specimens of the new note heads, which 
members can obtain by applying to the 
Secretary. On motion Printing Commit- 
tee was continued and ordered to obtain 
envelopes to match the new note heads. 
The Treasurer reported $73.37 received 
since Jan. lst., 1888. Total expenditures 
$58.53. Cash on hand $14.84. Outstand- 
ing dues $29.75. Treasurer’s report re- 
ferred to Executive Committee. Con- 
stitution Committee made their report 
and were continued until Constitution 
and By-Laws are printed. On motion of 
Mr. Bradt seconded by Messrs. Holman, 
Abraham and Chapman the Constitutional 
Amendment consolidating the offices. of 
Librarian and Secretary was unanimously 
carried. Mr. Holman moved the Consti- 
tution be adopted as read. Seconded by 
Mr. Nelson and unanimously carried. 
Mr. Wolsieffer moved the By-Laws be 
adopted as read. Seconded by Messrs. 
MacDonald and Abraham and approved 
unanimously. Application for active 
membership was presented by Mr. H. M. 
Danforth, Chicago, proposed by Mr. 
Bradt, and of Mr. L. Lester, Chicago, al- 
so proposed by Mr. Bradt. For passive 
membership, Mr. Henry 8S. Harte, Salis- 
bury, N. B., proposed by Mr. Wolsieffer. 
Application referred to the Executive 
Committee. It was moved by Mr. Hol- 
man that a committee of three be appoint- 
ed to consider matters relating to the A. 
Pp. A. that were of interest to the Chicago 
Philatelic Society, and to present them 
in a suitable and proper manner to the 
Convention at Boston next month. Sec- 
onded by Mr. Chapman and motion sus- 
tained. The President appointed Messrs. 
Holman, Chapman and Nelson as such 
committee. Motion prevailed that the 


President be authorized to draw on the 
Treasurer for necessary funds to defray 
expenses in preparing the exhibit for 
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Boston. The executive committee re- 
ported the Treasurer’s books and accounts 
correct and also reported favorably on the 
applications for membership of Messrs. 
Danforth, Lester and Harte. It was 
moved, seconded and carried that the 
rules be suspended and these gentlemen 
unanimously elected. Mr. Haskel was 
requested to cast the ballot of the Society. 
The President then declared them mem- 
bers of the Chicago Philatelic Society. 
Motion prevailed that the Secretary be in- 
structed to purchase a quantity of the 
society’s ribbon for use of the members. 
After a short recess the usual auction 
sale was indulged in which amounted to 
$14.26. The Treasurer reported receipts 
for dues, etc. $3.92. It was moved to 
adjourn at 11.02. Carried. Next meet- 
ing July 26th.

Meeting of July 26th. called to order by 
the Secretary at 8.15. The Secretary 
announced that President Gadsden would 
not be present at this meeting, owing to 
a very interesting new arrival at home, 
an infant daughter. As the Vice Presi- 
dent was also absent, the Secretary 
moved that Mr. Chapman take the chair 
for the evening. Carried. The follow- 
ing were present; Messrs. Abraham, 
Bradt, Chapman, Danforth, Gilbert, Has- 
kell, Holman, Kurzweg, Leckie, Lester, 
Peeke, Start and Wolsieffer. Mr. L. H. 
Drury was present as a visitor. 

Minutes of last meeting were approved 
as read. Communication received from

appointed to consider A. P. A. matters

We would suggest that blank proxies 
be signed by all members of our society 
and handed to the President to be by him 
given to such persons as he may think 
best, with the understanding that if our 
fellow member, Mr. 8. B. Bradt, attends 
the meeting, they are to be given to him. 
In case Mr. Bradt does not go, we would 
suggest the names of Mr. Fred Perry 
and W. C. Stone as persons worthy of 
the confidence of our society. 

We would request the society to in- 
struct whoever holds these proxies to 
vote as below, on the following matters, 
should they be brought up for consider- 
ation at the meeting. 

Ist. Age qualification to remain as at 
present. 

2nd. To recognize the claims of Jas. 
Chalmers, in the Chalmers-Hill controver- 
sy- 
3rd. St. Louis as the place for holding 
the next annual meeting. 

4th. In favor of giving the Secretary 
of the A. P. A. a salary. 

5th. Against any constitutional change 
affecting the elective or appointive offices 
as they at present exist. 

We would state that the third member 
of your committee being out of town, his 
signature could not be obtained to this

The Third Annual Convention of the 
American Philatelic Association will be 
held at Elk’s Hall, 24 Hayward Place, 
Boston, Mass., commencing Monday, 
Aug. 13, at10 a.m. The second, third 
and fourth fioors of the building have 
been engaged by the Association, thus 
giving ample room for the convention, 
committee rooms and exhibition. Wed- 
nesday, Aug. 15, has been selected as the 
day for the exhibition, as Monday and 
Tuesday will be occupied with the regu- 
lar business of the Convention. There 
will be some very fine collections on ex- 
hibition and it will well repay anyone to 
make a trip to Boston, if only to see the 
fine display of things Philatelic. 

It is hoped there will be a large attend- 
ance of members present. The more 
there the merrier it willbe. The Club 
rooms will be open Sunday so that those 
members who arrive in the city Saturday 
night or Sunday morning can have an 
opportunity to get together and become 
better acquainted. We think this is a 
good idea. We shall be there Sunday if 
it is a possible thing and hope to meet a 
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large number of philatelic friends there, 
too. As far as the election is concerned, 
everyone seems satisfied with J. K. 
Tiffany for President. For Vice Presi- 
dent, the names of Messrs. Vanderlip, 
Sterling aud Feldwisch will be before 
the Convention. We predict the election 
of Mr. Vanderlip; he is a collector and 
has one of the finest collections in the 
country. Mr. Sterling would be a good 
man for the place, and so would Mr. 
Feldwisch, for that matter, but the for- 
mer is a dealer and the latter is editor of 
the ‘“‘Stamp” and ‘blows his own horn” 
too much. For this reason we consider 
Messrs. Feldwisch and Sterling as really 
out of the race, as the majority of our 
members are collectors, and prefer only 
collectors for officers. 

For Secretary the names of 8. B. Brad- 
ford and Henry 0. Harris will be men- 
tioned. If we mistake not, Mr. Bradford 
will be the man. He is supported by the 
majority of the Philatelic papers, and 
seems to be the popular candidate. 

For Treasurer, every one seems per- 
fectly satisfied with Mr. H. B. Seagrave. 
There is no opposition to him that we 
know of. 

For Internatioual Secretary the names 
of Joseph Rechert and Henry Clotz will 
be before the Convention. Mr. Clotz is 
needed where heis now, at the head of 
the Exchange Department, and as Mr. 
Rechert has had considerable experience 
we think there will be but little opposi- 
tionto his re-election. He will be the 
only dealer on the ticket, if our predic- 
tions come true.

Come brother be charitable 
and don’t take your revenge on the 
Curiosity World because it happens to be 
jts successor. 


Warm weather has not interfered with 
Philatelic enthusiasm in Chicago. Just 
observe the attendance of the Chicago 
Philatelic Society and notice the interest 
displayed in stamp matters by referring 
to its published reports. 


‘‘Niemand” was slightly off in his ad- 
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dress to members, in the July American 
Philatelist. The second annual conven- 
tion was a thing of the past before he 
wrote that address. It is the third we 
are thinking about now.

The 
improvement claimed is the protection 
afforded the writer with the addition of 
only a little weight. The idea of the 
inventor is to have the new cards, which 
weigh less than half an ounce, carried 
forone cent each. The inventor is an 
Illinois man.—[Chicago Tribune.

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tal card to ‘Harvey D. Booth, care of D.

that is where it went. The address is as 
plain as print and could be read destinct- 
ly at arms length.—[{ Herald.
